PETER PERRINE, believed to be the subject herein, is found as a member of the Monmouth 
Militia from the 6th District of Freehold Township in the New Jersey Military Census of 1793.° 
They were married by THOMAS Cook, J.P. In the marriage book, the name ANNE is used and this 
also appears in other records. NANCY is the common diminutive of ANNE. In a roundabout way, 
SUSANNAH was the mother of the bride and groom! This may have been ANNE’S second marriage 
as ROBERT EMLEY and NANCY GARRETSON were married on 20 March 1801 by JAMES TAPSCOTT, 
J.P. 

It appears that PETER lived in Freehold Township his entire life. The area, since 1850, is in 
Jackson Township, Ocean County and as late as 1860 Cassville was named Goshen, first named 
Downsville. The 1860 census lists the post office for this area as Goshen, but the name was 
officially changed to Cassville in 1850 when this post office opened. The 1793 NJ Military Census 
lists, for the 6th District of Freehold Township, PETER PERRINE in the Monmouth County Militia. It 
also lists ISAAC, HENRY and JOSEPH PERRINE; PETER'S brothers. There are also a PATRICK, JOHN 
and JAMES PERRINE, but it has not been determined who they are. 

At the end of 1814 PETER PERRINE of Freehold Township purchased 13.5 acres strict 
measure of land along the main branches of Tom’s River in Freehold Township. Now this tract is 
south of VanHiseville in Jackson Township, Ocean County. JOHN and BRIDGET MACKENTIRE sold 
the land adjacent to M4CMurraéyYs mill, for $81.00. This tract began at a South edge of the road 

from said JOHN MACKENTIRE and PATRICK SMITH’S saw mill to EZEKIAL HOLMAN’S stone and was a 
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portion of a larger track that the two men had bought from THEODORE ROUZE in 1807 and 
subdivided the original, designating this tract as MACKENTIRE’S lot number 4.° About a year later, 
PETER paid $70.00 to THOMAS DEBow for 46.41 acres in Freehold Township on the 28" of 
December 1815. This parcel adjoined land he owned as the starting point of the property line 
description is at a stone of said PETER PERRINE’S gate ... where he now dwells. THOMAS DEBOW 
had purchased a 52.41 acre tract two years earlier and had sold 6 acres to SAMUEL RUCKLES. This 
tract would remain in PETER’S possession for 22 years.° PETER PERRINE of Lower Freehold 
Township bought 142.26 acres in that place, an alternative for Freehold Township, for $250.00 
from his father DANIEL PERRINE, also of Lower Freehold on 16 February 1818.’ Daniel had sold 
40.25 acres of this tract to WILLIAM MALKIN in 1814. This is the tract his father bought from 
ANDREW BELL in 1809 and, because a bond that used this tract as collateral had not been paid off, 
this was a risky sale. In fact, DANIEL would use this property as collateral in October 1818 to secure 
another bond for a larger amount. 

On 15 October 1826 "NANSEY PARINE" was baptized at the Church of Christ at Crosswicks 
now known as the Upper Freehold Baptist Church.* NANCY came into possession of a bible 
between 1826 and her death in which she recorded all the birth dates of her children along with the 
marriage date of her son CURLIS.” On 17 July 1827 a property trade took place between PETER and 
his siblings HENRY, JOSEPH, and SARAH. In the first part of the trade PETER and ANN his wife are 
two of the five grantors of an interest in two parcels of land in Freehold Township. The other 
grantors were HENRY PERRINE and ZILPHIA, his wife and JOSEPH PERRINE. The grantee was their 
brother-in law WILLIAM HOLMAN, husband of their sister SARAH.”° The first is a three-fifths interest 
in a 79.71 acre tract that their brother ISAAC PERRINE, deceased, had bought in 1797. The second is 
a three-fifths interest in 45.17 acres of meadow that ISAAC had bought from JOSEPH PERRINE on | 
November 1813.'' The second part of the trade was on the same date as the first with the grantors 
being WILLIAM HOLMAN and SARAH, his wife; HENRY PERRINE and ZILPHIA, his wife and JOSEPH 
PERRINE and the grantee is PETER PERRINE. This was also for an interest in two parcels. The first, in 
Freehold Township, was a three-fifths interest in 7.25 acres on the easterly side of (formerly 
Murray’s, now) the Irish Mill pond that ISAAC had bought on 13 June 1814. The second, in Upper 
Freehold Township, was 6 acres on the road from Parkers Tavern to Irish Mill that ISAAC had 
bought on 14 May 18 15.'° This second parcel was near the 46.41 acre parcel that PETER bought on 
28 December 1815. Both deeds contain a purchase price of $100.00 which cancels each other out. 
Both of these were recorded on 28 July 1827. PETER PERRINE and wife, NANCY, of Freehold were 
two of the heirs at law of HENRY GARRISON found in a "Deed Poll" dated 7 December 1829. The 
poll details the selling of 100.16 acres from these heirs to JOHN MERRICK MALSBURY of Freehold 
for $350.00.'* JOHN MALSBURY was the husband of PETER'S niece ELIZABETH PERRINE, a daughter 
of his brother HENRY. A poll is used when the seller does not guarantee they have the right to sell 
the property, in effect selling any right they may have or come to own in the future. 

PETER and NANCY must have lived close to our ancestors WILLIAM THOMAS and MARY 
HOLMAN. Three of their children married three of WILLIAM and MARY’S: RACHEL PERRINE 
married CHARLES K. THOMAS on 27 March 1830 in Monmouth County; CURLIS PERRINE married 
ELIZABETH THOMAS on 20 April 1839 (ancestors); and MARGARET PERRINE married WILLIAM 
THOMAS, JUNIOR on 4 January 1840. 

In the 1830 Census the family is in Freehold Township and it appears that all the children 
were at home with the exception of SARAH who had presumably married by this time.'* On 20 


December 1836, PETER was able to obtain title to the 142.26 acre tract, or rather the 102 acres 
that remained, that his father owned that had been subject to a Court judgment in favor of 
ANDREW BELL which resulted in a Sheriff’s sale of the property in 1820. He paid $100.00, which 
may have finally paid off his father’s debt, for clear ownership. However, the saga continues with 
this piece of land for, ten months later on 14 October 1837, he mortgaged this property to his 
sister SARAH HOLEMAN, Widow of WILLIAM HOLEMAN. Guaranteed by a bond he signed on the 
same date, the $100.00 principal was due with interest in one year. It would be up to the next 
generation to sort this out as SARAH died in 1851 and PETER in 1856. This mortgage would linger 
for almost three decades; it was cancelled on 7 February 1865!'° How 

the mortgage was cancelled remains a mystery as does the future

October 1837, PETER D. PERRINE, of Freehold sold two parcels to a 


FORMAN THOMPSON for $200.00. One was the 6 acres on the road 
from Parkers Tavern to Irish Mill, indicating that PETER owned the 
whole of that parcel and not just the three-fifths interest he got from his siblings in 1827, and the 
second was 3.25 acres by PETER PERRINE’S field in Freehold Township and refers back to the 1815 
DEBow deed.'® In the 1840 Census, PETER is still in Freehold and it appears that his son HENRY 
may be with him. There are two females listed but, due to the ages, neither were PETER'S 
daughters.'’ A deed made on 18 December 1841 has PETER selling 92.65 acres near the Irish 
Mill in Freehold Township and lying north of his house to DANIEL HANKINS for $200.00.'* It 
refers to the VERNON HOLMAN line and it is not known how PETER came to own this tract. Yet 
another deed, dated 7 January 1845, records PETER PERRINE of the Township of Jackson, County 
of Monmouth (a designation that only existed from 1844, when the township was created until 
1850 when Ocean County was created) selling to JOEL W. AYRES of Jackson Township the 7.25 
acres on the easterly side of the Irish Mill pond, formerly in Freehold Township but now in 
Jackson Township, that he had received in that complicated trade with his siblings on 17 July 
1827. AYRES paid $20.00 for full ownership which means that, at some point, PETER owned the 
other two-fifths interest in that parcel that was not included in the 1827 transaction. This lot 
was bought by his son CURLIS from JOEL AYRES in 1866. 

PETER sold two Jackson Township tracts to his son CURLIS on 13 April 1850.”° One was 
the 13.5 acre tract on the banks of Toms River near VanHiseville he bought from JOHN and 
BRIDGET MACKENTIRE in 1814. The other tract measured 40.25 acres and shares the Beginning 
mark with the lots he bought from his brother-in-law WILLIAM HOLMAN in 1827. It is described 
in this deed as bordering property of WILLIAM KENNEDY, JOHN P. SMITH, PETER PERRINE, and 
CHARLES HANKINS and running along the VERNON HOLMAN line but there are others, such as the 
sale to HANKINS that contain the same of similar descriptions. Plus the 7.25 acre parcel from 
WILLIAM seems to have been kept intact and later sold to JOEL AYRES who, in turn, sells it to 
CURLIS as mentioned before. CURLIS paid his father $300.00 for the 54.5 acres. 


PETER died on 8 December 1856 in Goshen. Usually said to be an earlier name for New 
Egypt, stemming from Egypt being the land of Goshen, it is also found on old maps as an earlier 


name for Cassville. The actual cemetery where PETER and ANNE were interred, or its affiliated 
Church, has not yet been determined but there are at least three suggestions: First, DAVID MILLER, 
Jackson Township historian, believes their final resting place to be Cassville Methodist Cemetery; 
however an inventory of this Churchyard does not list PETER or ANNE.”! Second, HOWLAND D. 
PERRINE’S book states it was in a Baptist Churchyard near Red Valley in Upper Freehold 
Township. Red Valley is midway between Imlaystown and Clarksburg on Route 526 about three 
miles from both towns; its Post Office is/was Creamridge, a name some consider synonymous with 
Red Valley. The standing church was built in 1737 and is now called The Old Yellow Meeting 
House. It has Baptist origins and is near the area known as Red Valley thus meeting the criteria put 
forth in the book. The Churchyard has stones dating to 1720. And third, serious consideration must 
also be given to the family cemetery of DANIEL PERRINE, PETER’S father. This cemetery is 
commonly referred to as the Holmansville Presbyterian Cemetery but is actually the Holman- 
Perrine Family Burial Ground. It was near to their home and it was where many members of both 
families were buried, at little or no charge since it was family owned. However no inventory of this 
cemetery mentions PETER or NANCY but no inventory is complete as many stones were lost before 
the first attempt to create an inventory was made. While the cemetery association maintains the 
grounds, the same can not be said for the grave markers — several years ago they authorized the 
removal of those markers deemed illegible or insignificant, such as the fieldstones that once marked 
the final resting place of the cemetery’s founder DANIEL PERRINE and his wife SARAH HOLMAN. 
The association did not have the forethought to create a map showing what markers were removed 
and or what those markers said before they piled them up in the southeast corner of the cemetery; 
this pile has slowly shrunk as people have removed them, some with association permission as in 
DANIEL PERRINE’S case (but not his wife’s) but most without. Fortunately, this author visited the 
cemetery before this was done and documented the stones in photographs and made a map showing 
their placement within the cemetery grounds. 


ISSUE:
